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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 3-12 are allowed. 

2. Since allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant is encouraged to 
submit formal drawings in response to this Office Action. The early submission of 
formal drawings will permit the Office to review the drawings for acceptability and to 
resolve any informalities remaining therein before the application is passed to issue. 
This will avoid possible delays in the issue process. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. None of the 
prior art of record either individually or in combination teach the following: 

-means for allowing a user to create one or more data collection formats at the 
base station, and to transmit the one or more data collection formats to the portable 
data terminal. 

The present invention discloses a system for tracking receipt and internal 
movement resulting in a delivery or other final disposition status of items such as 
packages within an organization, wherein each item is sent by a sender and received 
from a carrier to be delivered to a recipient. The allowable feature of allowing a user to 
create one or more data collection formats at the base station, and to transmit the one 
or more data collection formats to the portable data terminal is not disclosed by any 
prior art reference. The closest prior art, Tarns et al (US 6,279,037) is directed to 
methods for collecting, storing, processing and using data, such as network traffic data, 
in computer networks. Tarns processes collected network traffic data into a common 
format (col. 6, 1 1 . 13-19) for use in generating displays or network databases for future 
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analysis (col. 6, 1 1 ..56-62). The next closest prior art, Rauber et al (US 6,1 82,053) is 
directed to a method and apparatus for "managing and tracking inventory with the aid of 
a programmable computer that is particularly designed to take into account the unique 
difficulties associated with managing distressed inventory." (col. 2, 1 1 . 47-52). The next 
closest prior art, Kadaba (EP 0 787 334 B1) relates to a parcel tracking system involving 
the use of portable data entry terminals, such as hand-held scanners, and processing 
units, such as a personal computer system, to perform tracking analysis on data 
collected from the parcels. However, Tarns et al, Rauber et al, and Kadaba all fail to 
disclose the feature of allowing a user to create one or more data collection formats at 
the base station, and to transmit the one or more data collection formats to the portable 
data terminal. This distinct feature has been added to independent claim 1 , and renders 
it, and all claims that depend from it (claims 3-12) allowable.
